ployces and our customers. 

Your reporter visited

their attractive small hone ut 60 
Eerl street on Armistice day, in 
order th:t Rochester Trust News 
renders night know soriething of 
the life of this beloved nenber 
who, as bookkeeper nd later, cs 
purchesing agent, cvnme in contact 
with practic:lly every member of 
our organization. 

"Well," s.id Charlie cs 
he sented himself in his favorite 
chair and lit the very pipe for 
which he accepted so much of our 
good n-tured banter at the bunk, 
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"I wes born in Sugar Berry, five 
miles south of Avon. It was a 
mere scattering of farn houses 
et the tine, "nd is yet, and, at 
the sge of ten, ny family moved 
to the town of Avon where my bro- 
ther worked in the brnk. I renen- 
ber 2s 2 boy swearing I would 
never work in 2 bank, The exact 
reeson being = bit hazy in ny 
mind right now, but probsbly I 
thought it would interfere with 
my hunting and ny ball playing, 
in both of which sports I was 
pretty good - though not good 
enough to reorig be exceptional. 
I renemnber at 15 years of age I 
weighed 154 pounds which will 
surprise those who know me todry. 

"Tell us, Cherlie, how 
you got into business 2nd, more 
particulars , how you happened 

o come to Rochester Trust?" 

"Oh! Here now," begen 
Cherlie agnain,"the boys st the 
bank know too nuch About ne al- 
rendy, But, if you insist, here's 
“bout the way it went:- 

"After a bit of plunb- 
ing cnd picture freme making I 
took a clerical position in the 
office of the Rochester Stcete 
Hospital where I remnined four 
yetrs, Later I joined the old B. 
R. & P. Railrosd as enginecr and 
firemen's tine kecper, and then 
beceme ceshier in the Penn Mutual 
Life Insurance District office 
locnted in the Wilder Building. 
It was there thst 2t odd nonents, 
I wttched the erection of the 
Rochester Trust's Four Corners 
Grenite and Marble structure, as 
stone was placed upon stone. When 
the building was completed I 
walked into the bank, fell in love 
with the surroundings at once. I 
stepped up to the window, where 
our present director, Frank T. 
Sage was on duty as paying teller, 
and asked if I might join the or- 
panies year.

I start- 
ed with my stockroom perpetual in- 
ventory of 100 items and I ended 
with several nundred. It's been a 
job I thoroughly enjoyed; seeing 
it build up,and,as I have been 
handicapped phsically, as you 
know, for several years, I want to 
express my thanks, to my many 
friends who have so kindly helped 
me at times in my work, and to the 
company that has so.considerately 
accepted my shortcomings in my 
illnesses. It's been a grand organ- 
ization to work for and with; and 
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nothing would delight me more 
than again to be able to be of 
service when needed." 

"Thank you, Charlie, 
your thoughts will be recorded 
and I am sure that in your re- 
tirement, you carry with you the 
love and blessings of all your 
friends at Rochester Trust."

How a Black Shcep Taught me a Principlo 
of sclling Upon Which Today's Suocess= 
ful Campaigns are Founded.

HE editor has asked me to delvce’into 

my woalth of selling experienve, and 

to pick out 2 single point upon which 

to hinge ex unusual story for this 
column - an incident tet has somo direct 
bearing on modorn sales offorts. I think 
that I have onc. 

A good mnyny years ago whon I was a 
mere youngster, ond, I thousht, quite 
handsome; a depression had settled upon 
the land; and the New York bank for which 
I worked, had closed its Rochester in- 
vestmant branch, leaving mo Somewhat out 
of thcitr calculations. I had, fortunatoly 
enouzh,quickly attached myself to the 
office of a large Rochester food manu- 
facturer, as a bookkeeper. To be sure TI 
didn't pretend to be’much of a bookkcepor 
but rathor strangoly, my boss never Bound 
it out, for I was thrust into a series 
of most interesting experiences and situ- 
ations, in quito another direction. 

My job was that of trouble shooter. 
Whenever one of our 45 salesmen died, 
decamped with the company’s samples or 
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othorwise dropped by the wayside, it was 
I who was assigned to hop a train and: 
carry on, from thé point whore the other 
salesman left off. 

Iwas in Bangor, Mainc, when 
I received a wire to procced to Jamos= 
town, North Dakota, quite a hop for 
those days anf still quite a hop unloss 
one Zoes part of thc way by plane, 
Arriving at my destination I was proceced- 
ing according to instructions, when, just 
outside the moneral store, I beheld the 
most gorgéous automobile I had evor séen, 
In it was a handsome red headed bruto, 
with a winning’smilé tht streched from 
ear to edr. He, too, was a comicrcial 
travoler, known in that day as a "drun- 
mer." My", I thouctht, "if I could only 
travel around in‘thet car, with its 
great big whcels, its top down, its horn 
on sido ef seat, its‘red trimminzs and 
its gas lamps." Well, denr readcr, I 
did! Bill and I comprred notes. Wo were 
selling non-competing lines; covering 
the very same territory; so whit more 
natural that a conlition. I paid three 
dollars a day for *transportntion; Bill 
was the chauffeur,Our arrivel in the 
new 22s buecsy was an event not to bo 
missed by the natives who crowded around 
whenever we stopped. 

We had just completed our 
day's work in New England; North Dakota, 
a town of some 2500 8suls, -nd had headed 
for tho one hotel in town. AS we steppod 
inside to register, Bill noticod a piano 
in the adjoining dining room, on sort of 
an improyisod push-ani-pull elevator, 
that could bo raised to the town hall 
above whencvor a show came to town, cr 
lowered to tho dining room for the 
daily dinner period, Those were the days 
of the seven=course Fifty Cont dinners, 
you know, hot days! 

Mell, more as a source of re- 
laxation than anythinz else, Bill sat 
down “t the pinno, and, in his hizh 
tenor, sang the popular songs of the fay, 
while I, standing idly by, startod sort 
of a jig, and tho first thing we knew the 
proprictor was sticking his head in the 
doorway; the cook had deserted his pots 
an? pans; tho waitresses were nozlocting 
their setting of tHe tables; all work had 
come to an end. So, 6ncourazed by an 
audicnee I addod a few tricks, and kept 
improvising as I went along. Cards and 
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coins disappeared and reappeared, smoke 
came out of my ears; I clog danced and 
ad=-libbed and a good time was had by all. 

Just about this time a friendly 
freight train had pulled into this little 
‘western tovm, and as was the common 
custom of that day, hoboes, disengaged 
themselves from the roofs and rods like 
flies from a kitchen door, and came 
walking over to see the oné street town, 
The windows were open, and, attracted 
by the music, the hoboes had joined 
our audience outside the opon doorway. 
As we finished one of the knights of 
the road called me to the window. 

"I soc you carry in your pocket 
the catalosuc of a Rochester, N.Y. 
company,” he said. "I'm from Dansville, 
NeY.: I'm the black shoep of the family. 
T'1l bet you sell a lot of goods putt- 
ing on that show; I enjoyed it, Pal." 
So we stood up and sang together "Gce, 
but it's grcat to meet a pal from your 
home town." Though the torritory was 
"dry" in those days the knights of the 
open road were enjoying a concoction that 
smelled like lemon extract; which may 
have had something to do with our fricnd's 
preference for the hardships of the road 
rathcr than the comforts and clegence of 
his country home, 

Well, my fricnds, I took the hobo's 
cuc. From then on J gave my one man 
show to cvery dealer upon whem I called, 
and sales boomed! To do this { would 
hand my order pad and pencil to the 
customer vhile I put on my routinc;and 
often at the close of the period the 
deeler would have the order prcotty well 
filled out, I would suggest a few more 
items; givo him a @losing pep talk, ond 
be on my way. 

when we reached the next town on 
our itinerary we found a messnge from 
the proprictor of the Jamestown hotel 
offering us $25. if we could return 
that coming Saturday night md put on 
our show in the-town hell, along with 
someother vaudeville acts, But we never 
went back; our schedules preventing; 
other towns lay ahead; other adventures 
in selling awaited our coming, 

I remember our lending compctitor 
was a @levcland concern whose reprce= 
sentative had no showmanship; I got most 
of the orders; 2nd some time later this 
concern came to Rochester ind offered to 
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sell out to my Rochester company - and 
DID! ‘yhile other factors wore involved, 
of course, I like to think that perhaps 
my efforts may have had 2 little some- 
thing to do with it, 

But don't get me wrong. Life on 
the road in thosé days was not ‘wit hout 
its trying, tiresome, lonesome, dis=- 
appointing moments. One day‘nenr the 
Black Hills of North Dakota, our car 
stopped dead, right in the middle‘of 
a tributary of the Missouri river, 
yellow with mud and alkali. Rains of the 
day before were swelling the waters that 
rose’at the rate of four inches every 
hour, and there we were! Bill tore off 
his coat ond hat; waded in “nd went for 
help. One the way he fell into a wetor 
hole :nd had to swim out. ’Thcere I was 
seated high up on the car, the water 
swishing below the running board; then 
rising higher cond higher while I raised 
my foct from the floor to the seat to 
keep dry and tried to improve my timo 
by copying my day's orders, Eventually 
we got out with the sid of a farmer's 
team, 

On a weekend we decided to leave 
our car and goto Bismark, North Dakota 
by rail to see Al Jolson's musical comedy, 
thet was stopping off to give a perfor- 
mance on the way to the coast, The day 
was beautiful and rather than sit in the 
stuffy railroad coach five or six of us 
took chairs out on an open flat dar to 
enjoy the sccnory, There’we were, Slowly 
passing the wheat ficlds, the way stations, 
the busy farmers, nothing above us but 
the sky, masters of all we surveyed; while 
the slow freight labored on through the 
summer afternoon anf early cvening, 

On another occasion I remomber the 
enginocer stopped the train at a North 
Dakota slough, while tho crew and passen= 
gers got out md shot a fow ducks; after 
which the train procoeded on its way, 
Such were the joys of youth and the trials 
of the traveling salesman of a day now 
long forgotten, 

After I had returned Home and to the 
banking field, my former boss himself made 
a trip over my old territory, ind, he was 
I think, Ssomowhat embarrased to find that 
practically cvory denler asked him, "Wheret 
tho min‘who put 6n the show?’ 

So, tonight, dear reader, when you

Entering the msin office of Rochester's oldest trust company 
on that dark, cold November morning,your reporter turned to the left to 
greet Vice-President Edward L. Williams. 


"Good morning, Mr. Williams, as one of sur honored "Old 
Timers", will you tell us something about the early days of the bank 
when you first joined it?" 


"It was 1899," began Mr. Williams, "I had had a year and a 
half experience at the old Commercial Bank that occupied the ground 
floor of the building at the corner of Graves and Main Street, oppo- 
site Front Street. The Rochester Trust had opened time years before, as 
a Trust Company, in its new building at 25 Exchange street, and I 
joined as sort of office boy; or in the parlance of the banking field, 

"messenger," Among my numerous duties were cleaning and filling of ink 
wells, copying letters in the messy cupy book, a wet blanket being 
placed over the tissue page with the letter beneath, the binder then 
being placed in a vise and pressure applied to make the transfer, Too 
much water invariably blurred the original letter, but that was the 
method of 44 years ago, 


"As I remember it we had 10 employees besides President J. 
Moreau Smith and Secretary Haywood Hawks, (uncle of our present Presi- 
dent) and V. Moreau Smith was teller. Mr. Watson, our present chairman 
of the board, was a bookkeeper as were Frank T. Sage,(our present 
director) F.K. Ward, Leigh H. Pierson, Taylor D. Bidwell ad Alfred J. 
Leggett. Austin H, Cole was superintendent of Vaults. Henry Baldwin 
engineer and Charles A. Hyland, assistant. 


"Those were the days before the modern block department was 
known to banking; work continued until about 6 o'clock each night, and 
if you failed to balance - well, I remember one New Year's Eve when I 
had a very important engagement, which I never kept, because we didn't 


balance in time. 


"How many Rochester Trust presidents have you served under, 
Mr. Williams?" 
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"Five, There was J. Moreau Snith who served from 1888 to 1907; 
V. Moreau Smith, 1907 to 1913; William G. Barry,Sr., 1913 to 1916; 
Robert C. Watson, 1917 to 1940; and our present president, George H. 
Rawks since 1940. 


"Yes, banking was quite different in those early days, but why 
am I telling you all this? These young people in our present day ranks 
will think I'm terribly old." 


At this point your reporter's guardian angel tugged away at 
his right ear, “Make a quick exit before he springs that “of course, 
this is entirely OFF THE RECORD" request on you and then you'll be sunk 
-left high and dry without facts for your news article." 


Heeding the warning, your reporter arose, “Thank you so much, 
Mr. Williams, you have been a big help; I see Secretary Sage is wait- 
ing for me." 


"Mr. Sage," your reporter began, “you keep the big minute 
book; know everything that's going on; tell our boys across the seas 
what's going on around here; and please don't hold back anything." 


"Certainly, I’1l be accommodating, within limits of course;" 
started the secretary. “Let's see now, you night tell the boys who are 
away, that we are doing our best to maintain the home front; making 
loans to local industry to facilitate war time production. Some are the 
V type (guaranteed) loans under executive order #9112, and others are 
credit loans, Our Monday night business is increasing; we rent boxes, 
sell War Bonds, cash checks, take in utility bill payments; and the 
Branch is building up its Manday night business too, New acccunts are 
coming in stcadily and total dcposits are higher with a noteable trend 
toward a higher ratio of demand funds. As of December lst we made a 
slight change in our interest rates, to conform to other trust company 
rates, roducing from 14% to 1% on the first thousand. Otherwise the 
scale remains as before, The annual mecting is now hcld in January in- 
stcad of April, under our revised by-laws, and any news of that neeting 
will appear in the next issue. Give my very best regards to all the t™ys 
and tell them we await the time of their return. You might tell them too 
that many new faces appear among our employees as some of the pictures 
on the inside covers of this issue show, and without exception they are 
a loyal and co-operntive group and are faust developing into a very 
efficient force," 


"Hello, Mr. Edgerton, tell us about your work." 


"My latest assignment has been new business," began Treasurer 
Harry L. Edgerton, “which makes it necessary for me to go out and 
contact a great many of our good customers and endvavor to increuse our 
business and get suggestions from them as to possible new business 
among their acquaintances. Considering the time thit can be devoted to 
it, it is quite encouraging. The ultimate success of work of this kind 
is endeavoring to get the whole staff new business minded, which is 
sometimes rather difficult; but if we can mention Rochester Trust and 
its services every time we have an opportunity, it cannot help but re- 
sult in incrensed business for our bank, . .. Tell our boys that the 
Fourth Wor Loan for Yourteen Billion Dollars begins Danuary 18, 1944 
and runs to February 15, 1944. Tell them we shall be doing our pert."
